RABBI  STEINBERG  DISCUSSES 
BUDDHISM 

Following  the  interesting  lecture  of  Pro¬ 
fessor  Horace  Friess  of  Columbia  University 
on  the  history  of  Buddhism  and  its  doctrine, 
Rabbi  Steinberg  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Adult  Classes  on  Monday  evening,  Novem¬ 
ber  27th,  will  discuss  Buddhism  in  the  light 
of  the  Jewish  tradition.

For  the  time  being  these 
privileges  are  to  be  accorded  to  a  limited 
number  so  that  the  results  of  the  experiment 
may  be  evaluated,  but  the  total  effect  of  the 
innovation  is  to  make  possible  participation 
in  the  Synagogue  program  and  a  feeling  of 
being  "at  home"  to  those  emigres  who  re¬ 
spond  sympathetically  to  our  type  of  worship 
and  educational  program.
